Facts kept so secret that not even i 
the m can get at themi That's 
the current status of the discipli- 
nary cases handled by the Judictery 
Committee ol SGA. 

TUs practioe is something entire- 
ly new for the University of Ken- 
tucky. Just adopted by administra- 
tion officials at the beginning of the 
M3-M school year. 

As Dean A. D. Kirwan points out, 
other leading educational institu- 
tions across the coimtry began to 
adopt this procedure in dealing with 
governmental agencies. Ihis iron- 
clad secrecy rule was particniarly 
imposed In connecticm with investi- 
gation it minor student infractions. 

Dean Kirwan does not lielieve 
that any governmental investigating 
body has the right to dig through 
student discipline records. He feels 
that a student's misdemeanor ac- 
tions should not be used against 
him in later years by any agency. 

In only one instance has Dean 
Kirwan relaxed hi;, v.zht controls. 
Just a few months ;i 0 the dean of 
student: reiail;., a k pnjsentativc of 
the FBI (.'iric iiii'i lii:. oirtce and 
I'l 1 !.r( k tip nil a 

v.: I' I h.ui been dis- 
ciplined by the Uiiiversity. 

Evidently the apent had been to 
the student s hometown to secure 
his information. During the conver- I 
sation Dean Kirwan rcali::ed tliat 
the investigating otliccr had a mis- 
conceived uiea of the seriousness of 
the infracti'iii.

.south i>oles of Mars, which can 
actually Ix- .seen in the process of 
mcltinc durini; the warm months, 
arc probably not more than an inch 
or two. tlirce at t^ most, deep. 

Tlus scarcity of water, necessary 
to life of earth types, seams to in- 
dk»te that Mars is hilnlilid only 
by small, primitive plant forms. 
One ho|)e remabu for the man who 
wishes to find intelligent life— the 
canals. Although they have been at- 
tributed to cracks In the surface 



caused by \oltaiuc acllon by maiiT 
no one is really .sure. 

When the 200-inch Ml. Palomar 
"eye " is turned on the planet at the 
lime when it's closest to us. between 
now and early 1956. many of the 
mysteries of the Red Planet «so- ;

The, new - system, known as the 
General Military Science program, 
differs from the previous set-up In 
that the students will no longer be 
trained at the school for duty in 
specific branches, such as the Trans- 
portation Corps. Quartermaster 
Corps, and .so on. 

Students will be given general 
military trainiau and later amlSBed 
for further training in a specific 
branch In light of their backgrounds, 
interests, and needs of the Army. 

Goals of the program are to pro- 
duce more versatile officers who can 
be assi<;ned on a flexible basis to 
meet the needs of the service, to 
incrra.sc student InterrKt and parti- 
cipation in ROTC aclivlties by pre- 
sciitinu to each a 2rrat>T rlciK.n 
of career specialization than is now 
the case, and to nffert important 
supply and administralive econo- 
mies 

Before the program was instituted 
in the fall of 1952. instruction m 
each school was restricted with the 
result that students who.sc baek- 
uroiind and intrresls were in other 
fields were hancluapix'd 

Six-cializalioii aUso led to over- 
siipplv of ofliicrs in some field., 
while other areas, particularly com- 
bat arms, were short of officers. 

At the tjeginnint; of his senior 
year, each student romplnes an in- 
formation form on which hr indi- 
cates his educational barkgrounds.
